The Pan-American War Conspiracy 


The selection of Secretary of State Frank B. Kellogg as chair- 
man by representatives of the corrupt, puppet and paralyzed govern- 
ments calling themselves the Pan-American Conference on Arbitration 
and Conciliation dramatizes the real character of that assemblage 
which opened in Washington on Monday. At the Havana conference 
last winter the present conference was authorized. Its objective is 
to create machinery that will enable the United States imperialist 
government to intervene in disputes between the Latin American na- 
tions and impose compulsory arbitration upon them. This conference 
is dominated by Kellogg and his predecessor as secretary of state, 
Charles Evans Hughes. These two imperialist spokesmen in the gov- 
ernment of Harding and Coolidge are adepts in the game of duplicity, 
bribery, forgery and terror being carried out against the peoples of 
Latin America. 


The conference now going on at Washington has a two-fold pur- 
pose. (1) To drive its imperialist rival, England, out of Latin Amer- 
ica, and is symptomatic of the growing antagonism between these two 
powers. (2) To secure mastery over Latin America and consolidate 
its power. 


This present conference is of such a shady nature that were the 
facts known to the peoples of Latin America they would rise in un- 
restrained fury against the representatives of their governments who 
are trying to prepare the way for Yankee tyrants to reduce them to 
chains and silence beneath the yoke of imperialism. Such monstrous 
infamy is being prepared at Washington that, in order to protect its 
Latin American puppets, American imperialism has excluded from 
the conference sessions the representatives of the Daily Worker 
and all the writers of the Latin American press. Only those kept 
journalists who submit to the censorship of Kellogg are permitted to 
attend the conference. If the full sessions are of such a nature 
that the light of publicity is extinguished, what must be the char- 
acter of the intrigue that takes place in committees? 


While the Latin American marionettes are aiding Kellogg and 
Hughes at Washington the bloody hand of American imperialism is 
reaching down into Bolivia and inciting a war against Paraguay over 
territory that is alleged to have been in dispute for a hundred years 
or more. The cause of the outbreak of hostilities between the two 
countries is not to be sought in the fact that the governments have 
suddenly gone on a war rampage, but in the fact that a year and a 
half ago the Carib oil syndicate, a concern that has been working 
hand in hand with the Gulf Oil concern of Andrew W. Mellon in 
Colombia end Venezuela, discovered rich oil lands in the disputed ter- 
ritory. 

American imperialism deliberately fomented the Bolivian attack 
on Paraguay in order to annex that territory to Bolivia, whose gov- 
ernment is one of the Wall Street puppets in Latin America. It is 
a piece of international banditry that ranks with Roosevelt's Panama 
steal and Bryan's Haitian swindle under Woodrow Wilson. It is a 
part of the world imperialist struggie for oil. It is part of the prepa- 
rations for the next world war. 


The same rapacious imperialism, through its lackeys in Colombia, 


. 10 éarrying on a campaign of wholesale murder and terror against 


the workers of Colombia who are striking against the slave-driving 
United Fruit Company. Forty thousand workers are striking against 
the refusal of the American concern to comply with protective legis- 
lation placed upon the statute books by the government in response 
to pressure from the masses. But when American imperialism speaks 


the Colombian government, like a jackal, turns upon its own people. # 


Meanwhile Hoover continues his imperialist tour of Latin Amer- 
ica, receiving the homage of imperialist flunkeys while preparing 
new and more frightful forms of slavery for the Latin Americans 
and forwayding the war conspiracies. This trip is accompanied by 
an enormous increase all along the line in the aggressiveness of 
American imperialism. In its struggle for world imperialist hege- 
mony the fortifications of the Panama Canal are being increased, 
while the fake elections in Nicaragua have paved the way for per- 
manent occupation of that country by American armed forces and 
for the building of a new canal connecting the Atlantic and Pacific 
as a part of the program of the imperialist war-mongers. 


The people of the republic of Haiti live in terror under the iron 
heel of the Yankee invader, while the agent of that vassal govern- 
ment fawns before Kellogg at Washington and endeavors to aid his 
master reduce all Latin America to the plight of his own country. 

But the rocd to complete imperialist subjugation of Latin Amer- 
ica is not paved with roses. The masses of workers and peasants 
in all those Southern republics loathe and despise their oppressors. 
They look upon Hoover with execration. Regiments of armed mer- 
cenaries have to defend this representative of Yankee butchery from 
the open hostility of the population of the countries he visits. 

At the identical moment that lying news writers accompanying 
Hoover paint pictures of the undying affection of the Latin Amer- 
icans for their oppressors Sandino launches a new defensive attack 
against the marines. It is this heroic leader of the revolutionary 
forces in Nicaragua who has become the symbol of the aspirations of 
the Latin American masses. * 

The reply to the conspiracies ng hatched in the Washington 
conference should be a thousand Sandinos threughout all Latin Amer- 
ica leading uprisings against Yankee despotism and all its agents. 
The masses themselves shonld refuse to engage in any war initiated 
by American imperialiin. To do so is to aid the despot place the 
chains of slavery upon them. There is only one fight worth the 
shedding of a single drop of blood of a Latin American worker or 
peasant and that is the fight against the imperialist rapacity of the 
United States. 

In that fight the masses of Latin America must have the support 
of the workers and farmers of the United States. 

Here in the United States we must relentlessly fight against the 
war danger. We must and will expose the dastardly plots being 
formulated at the Washington conference. 

Demand the withdrawal of troops from Nicarazua! 

Help the Latin Americans throw off the imperialist yoke! 

Come to the aid of the strikers in Colombia with every means 
at hand! 

Build up the Anti-lmperialist League and mobilize the masses 
against imperialism! 

Organize yigantic protest mass meetings everywhere to expose 
the sinister war preparations now under way! 

Organize the potential war industries and the transport workers 
in the drive against the war danger! 

Tell the workers in the armed forees of the nation to refuse to

“Socialists” in Colombia 


No matter where the adherents of the 
policies of the second (socialist) international 
are found they never miss an opportunity 
to stab the movement of the working class 
against imperialism in the back. 


Whenever workers are struggling against 
terrific odds, whether it be in a strike in the 
mines, the textile mills or the garment in- 
dustry in the United States, a general strike 
in England, an insurrection in Vienna, or in 
the lines of the embattled strikers facing the 
murderous fire of soldiery in Colombia the 
role of these spurious socialists is always the 
same—the most depraved allies of the en- 
emies of the workers. 


Colombia, where 40,000 workers are on 
strike against the United Fruit Company, 
there exists an organization calling itself so- 
cialist. It is composed, for the most part, of 
small business men and confused profes- 
sional hash, salted down and colored over 
with a “pro-labor” camouflage, including a 
few right wing labor officials. 


This strike is led by the Communist Party 
of Colombia, which there goes under the 
name “Socialist Revolutionary” because of 
Colombian criminal syndicalism laws, and 
this party is not to be confused with the So- 
cialist Party of Colombia. One Communist 
strike leader. Machecha is known to have 
been killed in open field fighting which took 
place when the workers defended themselves 
against the government troops, and others 
are among the unknown dead in this struggle. 

But while this is going on, and thousands 
of workers under Communist leadership are 
venturing their lives in the class struggle, 
the socialist declare thru their organ, the 
Diario Nacional, that it is the duty of the 
government to protect foreigners—U. S. capi- 
talist exploiters—and the socialist central 
committee has offered to send two delegates 
into the strike area to urge the workers to 
give up the struggle and submit to slavery.

But today, one year later, the re- 
action in Canton is so insecure that 
machine* gunners guard the street 
corners. While out in the province 
of Kwangtung five districts are still 
under Soviet control. Every peasant 
is a friendly spy for the red armies. 
Reactionary troops cannot be trust- 
ed to fight them. Revolution seethes 
under the crust of reaction. Reac- 
tion itself is disintegrating with 
graft and intrigue. No Nanking 
government official trusts another. 
Every general is a power unto him- 
self. The imperialists must keep a 
spy to watch every bribed Chi 
official, and another spy to watch 
the first. 

Under this rotting crust runs the 
steady and growing stream of revo- 
lution. Everywhere, strikes and 
peasant risings. The Communist 
Party, the majority of its members 
murdered, rebuilds and grows, re- 
knits its connections. When it 
speaks the masses answer. The im- 
perialists, at whose bidding nearly 
400,000 workers and peasants have 
been slaughtered, feel insecure de- 
spite their vietory. 

No End But Victory. 

The Chinese revolution is far from 
dead. It arose as a necessary 
step of history. And history will 
again call it forth on a greater 
scale than before.

Boyle is a pal of Governor Small 
of Illinois. When in 1922 the latter, 
charged with misappropriating state 
funds, was acquitted, Boyle was ac- 
cused of having bribed the jury. 
He fled, but turned up six weeks 
later and was haled before the grand 
jury. He refused to testify and was 
given six months for contempt of 
court. He jumped $2,000 bail and 
disappeared. Recognized by a wo- 
man in the millionaire Rainbow Club 
at Tomahawk, Wis., he was eventu- 
ally, after many adventures, brought 
back to Chicago and sent to jail. 
Whereupon he was promptly par- 
doned by his friend Governor Small. 
“Umbrella Mike” then returned tri- 
iumphantly to ‘Chicago, where, at 
the head of his union, he still flour- 
ishes. 

Like other building trade officials, 
Boyle controls his union by bribery 
and force. By judiciously distribut- 
ing political and industrial favors, 
placed at his disposal by capitalist 
politicians and employers, he has 
built up a solid clique of supporters. 
If this group cannot control a ma- 
jority of votes peacefully then 
“rough-house” methods are used. 
On April 28, 1924, two men were 
killed and four were injured in an 
election fight in Boyle’s union. Boyle 
returns the employers’ favors by 
laying all possible obstructions in 
the way of organizing the 50,000 
unorganized: Chicago electrical work- 
ers of the Western Electrical Co., 
Chicago Telephone Co., and Com- 
monwealth-Edison Co. 

Boyle is one of the many actual 
capitalists among Chicago building 
trades officials. He is heavily inter- 
ested in real estate. Hhis real es- 
tate business is the Boyle & Hen- 
dricks Co. He is also the head of 
the Boyle Valve Co. By 1914 he 
was known to be worth $350,000, 
which he amassed in eight years 
on a union salary of $40 to $50 per 
week. He is now popularly consid- 
ered to be worth well on to 1,000,000. 

Timothy Murphy. 


“Big Tim” Murphy is one of the 


nese | most lurid leaders ever produced by 


the American labor movement. He 
represents, par excellence, the gun- 
man type of official so preyale=t in 
Chicago unions. He originated in 
the “back of the yards” distr‘ :. ra- 
ditional home of Chicago’s toughest 
elements, 

In 1917-18 Murphy was a demo- 
cratic representative in the Illinois 
state legislature. Previously he had 
been a Hearst gunman in the so- 
called newspaper war. In 1919 he 
got into the laber movement ac- 
tively by organizing the Gas Work- 
ets’ Union. Later he came to or- 
ganize or otherwise get control of 
many other unions, including thé
